DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's election with traverse of embodiment III, figures 5-6 in the reply filed 
on 12/20/2004 Is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that the searches for 
embodiment I, II, III would be co-extensive. This is not found persuasive because the 
method claims 10-16 would be classified in a different class than claims 1-9. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: 

Embodiment I figures 1-2 

Embodiment II figures 3-4 

Embodiment III figures 5-6. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, there is no claim appears to be generic.

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions II and I are related as process of making and product made. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make other and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the process as claimed can be made without a 
step of sintering the green material.
